New Role Makes Chiang 
Dictator of China

Nanking (A P)—After 12 years of 
ufxs and downs in the political and 
m ilitary arenas of China, General 
Chiang K ai-Shek has forsaken his 
“pow er-behind-the-throne” role to 
become 
virtual 
dictator 
of 
the 
world’s m ost populous country. 
Obscure until his 36th year, the 
Japanese-educated arm y subaltern 
who took only a m inor part in the 
republican revolution of 1911 and a 
few years later forsook the arm y to 
become a broker, today commands 
an arm y of 1,000.000. is prem ier of 
the national governm ent and is the 
dom inating personality in C hina’s 
one recognized political party, the 
kuomintang. 
The roles combine to m ake him 
chief figure in the struggle to m ain­ 
tain for 400.000.000 people a national 
existence th a t began 5.000 years ago. 
Fights Way to Power 
W hen Sun Y at-St n, father of the 
republic, died in 1925, his m antle 
fell upon no one pair of shoulders. 
Chiang emerged out of the confu­ 
sion of resulting factionalism in 1927 
when he headed a southern army 
that drove 
northw ard, overthrew 
war lords right and left and estab­ 
lished the nationalist government 
at Nanking. 
The growing power of the suc­ 
cessful soldier m ade some bitter 
enemies for Chiang. 
They found 
their opportunity in 1931 when the 
government failed to do anything 
about Ja p a n ’s action in M anchuria 
and Cliiang lost his executive posi­ 
tions. 
Wife Helps Restoration 
B ut his enemies found no way to , 
stop the Japanese and cried for his 
return. 
He came back as chief of 
the 
a r rn y. 
directing 
campaigns 
against com m unists and bandits in 
the interior. Also he began to mend 
his political fences. 
Through his second wife who had 
brought about his baptism in the 
M ethodist church, he organized a 
moral and social welfare drive which J 


gained him more prestige th an he 
could win in battle. 
Through an erstwhile political op­ 
ponent, Sun Fo, son of the 1911 rev­ 
olutionist, he put through a draft 
; constitution calling for a sup* r-pow- 
| erful president with m ilitary qualifi- 
! cations possessed only by Cliiang 
; K ai-Shek. 
j 
T hat constitution is due to go into 
! effect before th e end of 1936. 
Crucial Times Ahead 
The big obstacles rem aining in 
| C hiang’s path are Ja p a n ’s political, 
commercial 
and territorial am bi- 
lions. If China surrenders to these, 
his own people may rise against him. 
If C hina resists and m eets alm ost 
1 certain defeat, there will be no 
j national government for Chiang or 
I anyone else to head. 
Chiang virtually summed up the 
| whole thing a few days ago when a 
I delegation of students came to him 
shouting th a t China should licht 
Japanese aggression. 
He replied: 
"If you w ant to fight, join the 
arm y!”
